Klan meeting, 
was wounded. 
The 
wounded man was taken to a hospital 
where a crowd gathered. 
Shots were 
fired into the institution and those in­ 
side the hospital responded to th* 
fire 
A m iniature battle waged for 
a short w’hile. 
The first guardsmen arrived at 4 a. 
rn., and the drys then established 
headquarters at the city hall several 
blocks from the hospital. The guards 
men are patrolling the hospital to pro­ 
tect the mayor and the wounded man. 
Five companies of troops arrived 
this morning. 
Before the arrival of 
the militia the raiders, armed with re 
volvers and shotguns, patrolled the 
streets denying anyone they consid­ 
ered suspicious the right to pass.

It 
created two grades of special clerk.; 
grade one at §1300 and grade two atj 
?1400. It did not, however, make any' 
change in the maximum grace salarv. 


"The Madden Reclassification wa< 


enacted during the 1917-1918 session 
of Congress and was made effective 
July 1, 1918. This enactment was & 
temporary measure to be in effect one: 
year only. It increased the maximum 
salary of post office cierks to $1600 
and at the same time it suspended: 
all automatic promotions during the 
fiscal year ending- June 20, 1919. 


"Congress re-enacted the Madden 


Reclassificatibn to be in effect dur- 
ing- the fiscal year beginning July -1, 
1919, and restored the automatic- pro-: 
motions. It did not, however, affect > 
the maximum salary of the clerk. In 
November, 1919, Congress enacted a 
measure temporarily increasing the 
salaries of ail postal employees on 2. 
general average of S150 per employee. 
This measure was made retroactive 
and effective fm.ii July 1, 1919. to 
June 
30, 
1920. 
Through 
this' 


temporary increase the maximum sal- 
ary of post office clerks was ra:sed 
to $1750 per annum." 


The spokesman for the DOS:, office 


clerks has not overstated the case. 

'A salary cf 
$1600 per year is equivalent to a little 
over $30 per week, while $2600 equals

Atmospheric Condition* 


Worn of Fool Weather 


Sometimes when the air is extraor- 


dinarily clear and distant objects are 
visible with unusual sharpness and 
sounds come from afar with startling 
distinctness, it is a warning of foul 
weather. Then it is 


When the peacock loudly bawls 
Soon we'll hav* both rain an<J squall*. 


Under these atmospheric conditions 


the songs and cries of birds sound loud 
to the ear. The barking of dog£, the 
lowing of cattle, the whistles of loco- 
motives, the tonkins of motor horns, 
come from far away, whence sounds 
are not commonly beard, To the eye 
ihe difference of visibility from the 
ordinary may be likened to the con- 
trast between a rtew through a pane 
of ordinary window glass and that 
through one of plate glass. The rea- 
son is that during the occurrence 
of a warm southerly wind at a mod- 
erate height, a condition usually pre- 
ceding a storm, a stratus cloud is like- 
ly to cut off the sun's beating from 
the ground and so prevent irregulari- 
ties in beating and also to permit the 
surface air to remain cool. The result 
Is a homogeneous lower atmosphere 
through which light and sound wares 
travel without local disturbance. The 
sound wares are further intensified at 
a distance from their source by a phe- 
nomenon very common on a quiet 
morning after a clear night when the 
air close to the surface is cooler than 
that a few hundred feet aloft. There 
is a concentration of the waves. In 
the wanner air at a moderate height 
the sound waves travel faster than In 
the lower colder air. so those that 
ascend are bent back to earth and com- 
bine with those that travel the normal 
straight course, thus intensifying the 
sound in the listeners ears.

Slar Was Once Called 


Center of Universe 


Alcyone, the brightest star of the 


Pleiades, equals in brightness the star 
Zeta. It was at one time fanci- 
fully pictured as the center of the 
universe by the astronomer Madler, 
but this was merely a speculation for 
which there is absolutely no founda- 
tion. The Pleiades form, in tact, a 
moving: cluster of stars of 200 or more 
members, and its principal stars are 
associated with a nebula of vast size. 
There is no reason to believe that our 
sun with his family of planets is mov- 
ing: around! this or any other center 
in The universe. It has been estimated 
that the distance of the Pleiades from 
the solar system is over 300 light 
years, or, in other words, that the light 
from this cluster takes over 300 years 
to travel to the earth. \Ve see these 
stars today as they were before the 
Pifgriin fathers landed In America.— 
Nature Magazine. 


No Smokeless Explosive 
The geological survey says that 


there are no absolutely smokeless ex- 
plosives. 
There is always a little 


vapor present even in compressed air. 
Smokeless powder is simply smoke- 
weak powder giving very mnch less 
smoke than black gunpowder. Though 
smote! essness is the characteristic 
that has attracted attention to such 
powders, their superior power is im- 
portant. While black gunpowder Im- 
parted to the projectile an initial ve- 
locity of 3.TOO feet per second, initial 
velocities of over 3.000 foot-seconds 
have been attained with smokeless 
powders. This has compelled fighting 
modern battles in open order and at 
Ion£ range and has made necessary 
an increase in thicknes? and resistance 
in the armor of battleships.

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service, due to the woefully inadequate 
.salaries paid to the employees. 
This 
condition affects not 
only the 
em ­ 
ployees, hut it likewise tends to de­ 
press and dem oralize every business 
or social activity of 
the 
Am erican 
people 
whose 
happiness 
and 
p ro s-1 
perity necessarily and absolutely de- j 
pend upon the uninterrupted and e f­ 
ficient operation of the postal aery-1 
ice. 
Incredible facts in connection with 
the classification and the com pensa­ 
tion paid to post office clerks are con­ 
tained in an appeal to the public in j 
support of the Paige proposal, H. R. 
5552, issued by C. P. Franciscus, of 
W ashington, I). C., national head of 
the clerks’ association. 
The 
sta te ­ 
m ent follows: 
“C ongress first classified post office 
clerks in 1883. 
Such classification es­ 
tablished grades ranging from $400 
to $1400, 
No provision was made for 
prom otion or progress from the low­ 
er to the higher grades. 
The system* 
was a hodge podge affair with fuP op­ 
portunity for political favoritism , with 
no recognition of m erit and with no 
sem blance of justice. 
This unthink­ 
able condition was 
continued 
until 
1007. The reclassification of 1907 was 
the first recognition given to the ele­ 
m ents of m erit and service. 
It pro­ 
vided for annual autom atic progres­ 
sion to $1000 a t second class oCcss 
and to $1100 a t first class offices. 
It 
created two grades of special clerk, 
grad-? one a t $1300 and grade* two at 
$ 14(H). 
It did not, however, make any 
change in the m axim um grade salary. 
“The M adden Reclassification was 
enacted during the 1917-1918 session 
of C ongress and was made effective 
Ju ly I, 1918. 
This enactm ent was a 
tem porary m easure to he in effect one 
year only. 
It increased the maximum 
salary of post office clerks to $1000 
and a t the sam e tim e it suspended j 
all autom atic prom otions during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1919. 
“ Congress re-enacted the Madden 
Reclassification to be in effect d u r­ 
ing the fiscal year beginning July I, 
1919, and restored the autom atic p ro -1 
motion*. 
It did not, however, affect 
the m aximum salary of the clerk. In 
November, 1919, C ongress enacted a 
m easure tem porarily 
increasing 
the 
.salaries of all postal employees on a 
general average of $150 per employee. 
Tfiis m easure w as made retroactive 
and effective from July I, 1919, to 
June 
30, 
1920. 
Through 
th is' 
tem porary increase the maximum sal­ 
ary* of post office clerks was raised 
to $1750 per annum ." 
The spokesm an for the post office 
clerks has not overstated the case, 
shjp 
Jesse 
Snyder. 
“ A 
salary 
i f 
$1600 per year is equivalent to a little 
over $30 per week, while $2600 equals 
$50 per week. 
These are the m ini­ 
mum and m axim um 
salaries asked t 
for by the clerks. 
However, no one 
will receive 
the 
m axim um 
salary 
until he has served a training period . 
covering eight 
years. 
Preparation 
for any of the professions dem ands 
no g reater 
requirem ents. 
Seventy- 
five percent of the clerks' service is 
rendered a fte r 6 P. M. and prior to 
6 A. M. 
The clerk who distributes 
the mail m ust constantly study ever 
changing 
railroad, 
steam ship, 
and 
other transp o rtatio n 
schedules 
em ­ 
braced in schem es of distribution con­ 
taining in m any instances from 5 to 
6000 facts. 
Such a clerk, in order to 
progress from grad e to grade up to 
the fifth grade, m ust render s a tis -1 
factory service 
for 
one 
year 
and 
qualify once each y ear iii an exam ­ 
ination distributin g from 600 to 1200 
cards at not less than sixteen cards 
per m inute, 
95# 
percent 
of 
which 
m ust be distributed correctly. 
Dis­ 
tributing 
special clerks 
m ust 
d is-' 
tribute not less than 18 
cards 
per 
m inute a t 98 percent or 
better cor-1 
le c t,” Mr. Snyder states. 
“Clerks em ployed in

They m ust be com petent to 
deal with the public, m ust have w ork­ 
ing knowledge of insurance, and ad­ 
justm ent of claim s, in addition to hav­ 
ing an 
intim ate 
knowledge 
of 
the 
m ost advanced 
m ethods in hanking 
and the com putation of interest, in 
the conversion of money and in the 
international exchange of money. 
No 
clerical em ployee in the postal serv ­ 
ice can develop a real degree of effi- J 
ciency in these m atters in less th an ! 
five years of the m ost intensive train - • 
ing and close application to his work, j 
“The public', we feel sure, is quite 
w illing th a t governm ent employees, of 
whom so high stan d ard 
of 
skilled 
efficiency is exacted, should receive a 
wage equal to if not a little in excess 
of the am ount usually paid to the em- j 
pioyees in private 
industry. 
This 
much and no m ore 
would 
be 
ac- j 
com plished if the Paige Bill, H. R. I 
5552, w ere enacted into 
law. 
The 
public could do no g re a te r a service 
to itself and to this popular and m ost I 
essential departm ent of the Govern­ 
m ent th an to bespeak for postal em ­ 
ployees the im m ediate and favorable 
consideration of this very m eritorious 
and much 
belated 
recognition 
of 
faithful and devoted service to th e, 
country,” Mr. Snyder concluded. 
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Atmospheric Conditione 
Warn of Foul Weather 


Sometimes when the air is extraor­ 
dinarily clear and d istan t objects are 
visible with unusual sharpness and 
sounds come from a fa r with startling 
distinctness, it is a warning of foul 
weather. Then it la 


When the peacock loudly bawls 
Soon we’ll have both rain and squall*. 


Under these atm ospheric conditions 
the songs and cries of birds sound loud 
to the ear. 
The barking of dogs, the 
lowing of cattie, the whistles of loco­ 
motives, the bonking of motor horns, 
come from far away, whence sounds 
are not commonly heard. 
To the eye 
the difference of visibility from the 
ordinary may he likened to the con­ 
tra st between a view through a pane 
of ordinary window glass and th at 
through one of plate glass. 
The rea­ 
son 
is 
that 
during 
the occurrence 
of a warm southerly wind at a mod­ 
erate height, a condition usually pre­ 
ceding a storm, a stratu s cloud Is like­ 
ly to cut off the sun’s heating from 
the ground and so prevent irregulari­ 
ties In heating and also to perm it the 
surface air to rem ain cool. The result 
Is a homogeneous lower atm osphere 
through which light and sound waves 
travel without local disturbance. 
The 
sound waves are further Intensified at 
a distance from their source by a phe­ 
nomenon 
very common on a quiet 
morning after a clear night when the 
air close to the surface is cooler than 
th at a few hundred feet aloft. 
There 
is a concentration of the waves. 
In 
the warm er air at a m oderate height 
the sound waves travel faster than In 
the lower colder air, so those that 
ascend are bent back to earth and com­ 
bine with those th at travel the normal 
straight course, thus intensifying the 
sound In the listener’s ears. 


BUSINESS IS PICKING UF 


Star Was Once Called 
Center of Universe 


Alcyone, the brightest star of the 
Pleiades, equals in brightness the star 
Zeta. 
It 
was 
at 
one 
time 
fanci­ 
fully pictured as the center of the 
universe by the astronomer Mather, 
hut this was merely a speculation for 
which there Is absolutely no founda­ 
tion. 
The Pleiades form, In fact, a 
moving cluster of stars of ‘JOO or more 
members, and its principal stars are 
associated with a nebula of vast size. 
There Is no reason to believe that our 
sun with his family of planets Is mov­ 
ing around this or any other center 
in the universe. 
It has been estimated 
that the distance of the Pleiades from 
the solar system is over 300 light 
years, or, in other words, that the light 
from this cluster takes over 300 years 
to travel to the earth. 
W e see these 
stars today as they were before the 
Pilgrim fathers landed in America.— 
Nature Magazine. 


No Smokeless Explosive 
The 
geological 
survey 
says 
that 
there are no absolutely smokeless ex­ 
plosives. 
There is always a little 
vapor present even in compressed air. 
Smokeless powder Is simply smoke- 
weak powder giving very much less 
sm oke than black gunpowder. Though 
smokelessness 
is 
the 
characteristic 
that has attracted attention to such 
powders, their superior power it im­ 
portant. 
While black gunpowder Im­ 
parted to the projectile an initial ve­ 
locity of 1,700 feet per second, initial 
velocities of over 3,00*1 foot-seconds 
have lieen 
attained with smokeless 
powders. 
This lias compelled fighting 
modern batties in open order and at 
long range and has made necessary 
an increase in thickness and resistance 
In the armor of battleships.
